In claim 47, Bateman discloses a mechanical 
component (50) for a CVT chain, the mechanical component comprising a section 
having at least one pulley sheave contact end (88) comprising a curve surface which 
the curvature extending in the travel direction of the chain and an inclined surface 
extending in the vertical direction radial direction of the pulley perpendicular to the 
direction of travel 

In claim 19, note the component (50) is a pin.
